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We published our first book, Steve Ditko’s Static, 
in 1988. This one contained the further adventures 
of Stac Rae, a hero developed and published 
at Charlton Comics in 1985 and continued at 
Renegade Press in 1986. 

Since then there have been more than a dozen 
books (such as Avenging World, The Mocker 
and Steve Ditko’s 32-Page Package: Tsk! Tsk’), 
and nearly two dozen articles and essays (such 
as “At Some Point’, “The Sore Spot Cause 
and Crusade” and “An Issue, Question” in The 
Comics!). 

In our twentieth year we published The 
Avenging Mind, a collection of new and reprint 
essays and articles and illustrations about the 
comics and the comics industry. 


A few months later, in October 2008, we 
released a new comic book, Ditko, etc.... 

Have you seen it? 

Various new characters and features (and a 
few surprises) were introduced in this volume: 
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The Hero and Villain, Force and Violence, The 
Grey Negotiator, The Cape and others.
